wosidentieal candidete. 


2. Some twenty INR leaders held a secret vre-convention meeting on & Februery in 
2 wrivete home at 152 Calle Pedro Kramer, La Paz, nresided over by Federico 
iwerez Plete, president of the legel convention. At this meeting, the 
egedentials of the MNR delegrtes to the legal convention were mimtely 
serutinized, and nians vere made to send e secret delegetion to the Argentine 
“erder town of Villezon about 15 March 1951. The delegatior will be instructed 
46 meet with various oxlles in Argentina and receive an unsnecifled amount of 
‘soney now being collected in Argentina by Fla Campero, who source renorted aac 
wilso been nromised funds ty Eva Peron for MNR election use.*® This delegetion, 
consisting of three individuals, will travel to the border as businessmen. 


5 After the close of the officiel convention on Saturdey, 19 February 1951, approxi= 
ately 300 delegates and MUR adherents gathered at about 5 v.m. for a 
nelebration et a restaurant called Cale Cala, Avenida Buenos Aires, Lo Pez. 
tn about en hour, three trucklosds of crmed Bolivian nolice arrived and 
ids charged their rifles in the air. The assembled grown disrersed and the 
BNR leaders went to the home of Federico Alvarez Plate, 341 Calle Potosi, 
ia Paz, vhere another secret closed-d-or session wes held, lasting until 
ro avn. 11 February. 


4. vuring the meeting at Alverez’ home, plans were made to send a commission to 
“be verious denartnents cf Bolivia to collect furds for election use, as well 
a to organize committees to decide on the election nletforms which would 
“meal most to the miners and other labor erouns unon which the [NR will rely 
for support. It was srrecd thet candicetes for national senator would be 
vened in only those districts where the MNR has a good chencte of winnings 
‘.@., im Potesi, Samte Cruz, and Cochabamba, Adrian Barrenechea, former 
neyor of the City of Potosi, was nemed [MIR candidate for senctor for the 
Perartnent of Potosi desnite the fact ihct he is now being held by the nolice. 
Sther candidetes were not nemed during the meeting. 
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On 15 Februery 1951, at 8:30 p.m., another’ secret meeting ws held ot

Wellman Velarde, Fernendo Alveres La Serna, iktilde Olmos, Pellegrina
